Jfe his Excellency H. H. Mabkham, Governor of California: 

In conformity with law, I beg leave to respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report of the transactions of this department for the forty-fourth and 
forty-fifth fiscal years, ending June 30, 1894, as shown by the following 
schedules. 

The Act of the Legislature entitled "An Act to provide for the redemp- 
tion and payment of certain funded debt bonds of this State, together 
with interest thereon, making an appropriation therefor, and authoriz- 
ing the State Controller and State Treasurer to transfer the sum of one 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars from the General Fund to the 
Interest and Sinking Fund to carry out the provisions of this Act." 
approved February 27, 1893, directs the Treasurer to immediately 
advertise for the redemption of the bonds of the State of California of 
the issue of 1873, therein named, I did so advertise from March 2 to 
April 2, 1893, inclusive. And said bonds, amounting to *251,00O, with 
interest, have been redeemed and canceled according to law. All of 
said bonds of 1873 have now been redeemed, excepting those held by the 
State School Fund and the State University. Hence, with the excep- 
tion of the San Francisco Depot Bonds, hereinafter mentioned, the State's 
bonded indebtedness is owed to itself. 

The Act of the Legislature entitled "An Act to provide for the issu- 
ance and sale of State bonds to create a fund for the construction and 
furnishing by the Board of State Harbor Commissioners of a general 
ferry and passenger depot in the City and County of San Francisco; to 
create a sinking fund for the payment of said bonds, and providing for 
the submission of this Act to a vote of the people," approved March 17, 
1891, was duly submitted to a vote of the people at the general election 
of November 8, 1892. A majority of the votes cast at said election being ' 
in favor thereof, the bonds therein provided for were ordered issued. 
Said Act provides that said bonds shall be dated January 1, 1893; 
hence, I immediately ordered the bonds to be prepared. But as it was 
aflcertainedthat the Board of State Harbor Commissioners was not ready 
■to use the money at that time, I deferred the sale of the bonds, as the 
jlaw empowered me to do, until June 13, 1894. On that day, aft«r due 
notice thereof, the bonds were offered at public auction for sale to the 
ihighest bidder. A large number of bidders was in attendance, and, 
after spirited competition, the bonds were knocked down to Farson, 
Tjeach & Co., of New York and Chicago, at l.Ol/j, making a total 
premium on the $600,000 of $7,125. The said company took the whole 
issue, deliverable July 2, 1894. As the fiscal year ends June 30, 1894, 
these funds do not appear in the schedules of this report. It will be 
Been that said bonds were not sold until one and one half years from the 
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date of issue, so that three coupons on each bond became due and pay- 
able. These coupons were therefore detached and canceled before deliv- 
ery of the bonds, thereby saving the State $36,000 interest on said bonds, 
interest running from July 1, 1894, instead of January 1, 1893. For 
the information of the public, will say that these bonds, although issued 
by the State, are really in the nature of a loan to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners for the building of a much needed depot in San Francisco. The 
whole amount of these bonds, with interest, will finally be paid from the 
receipts from the harbor of San Francisco. The Act requires that on the 
first day of each and every month, $4,631 be transferred from the San 
Francisco Harbor Fund to the San Francisco Depot Interest and 
Sinking Fund. So that at the date the bonds become due, January 
1, 1912, there will be suflScient in the latter fund to redeem all of 
said bonds. It is unfortunate that the law requires the San Francisco 
Depot Sinking Fund to be invested in United States bonds only. 
As the bonds of the United States are comparatively diflScult to ob- 
tain, and command a high premium, and become due in 1907, whenl 
interest thereon will cease (five years before the depot bonds mature), 
an investment in them will pay a very low rate of interest. There is a 
difference of opinion among attorneys as to the constitutionality of any 
attempted change in the Act in that regard, but if it could be changi 
to include in the list of investments for said funds, State and count 
bonds, I would recommend that the next Legislature take action to tha 
end. 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the frequent exhaustio: 
of the General Fund. On June 15, 1893, this fund became exhausted,! 
and payment was not resumed until about January 1, 1894. It became 
exhausted for the second time in that year, on April 9, 1894, and pay 
ment was resumed April 28th of the same year. It is estimated thai 
this fund will become exhausted on or about September 15th of this year, 
and so remain until January 1st next. The occasional exhaustion oJ 
this fund would not be a matter for remark, but when the exhaustioi 
occurs as frequently as twice in a year, it is evident that the deman 
on the fund are too great. It is apparent that one of two things shoul 
be done: The appropriations should be cut down or the tax levy rail 
to meet the increased demands. The great State of California should 
always be in a position to meet the ordinary demands against the Gen 
eral Fund. It is only putting off the evil day to carry our debts fro; 
one year to another. 

In order that the condition of the several funds may be more easil; 
ascertained, I have inserted a brief summary thereof in this part of m;

I would again recommend that the list of securities in which the 
School Fund may be invested be increased by the addition of irrigation 
district bonds, investment therein to be optional with the Board of Ex- 
aminers. Also, I would again call your attention to the plan of loaning 
the surplus money in the treasury, as outlined in my former report, as I 
believe the adoption of such a plan would be of great practical finan- 
cial benefit to the State. 

While my official and other relations with the difierent State officials 
have been of the most pleasant character, still I will be pleased to be 
relieved of the cares and duties of an office, the emoluments of which 
are so disproportionate to the responsibility imposed on its incumbent. 

In closing this my second and last report, I wish to express to Mr. 
W. R. Louttit, deputy, Mr. B. B. Hanscom, bookkeeper, Mrs. Hanscom, 
clerk, and Messrs. W. A. McDonald and W. N. Tracey, watchmen, my 
thanks for their prompt and faithful services, which have enabled me 
to conduct the affairs of the Treasury Department in a manner satisfac- 
tory to myself and, I hope, to the public.

*o His Excellency James H. Budd, Governor of California: • 

Sir: Pursuant to the requirements of law, I have the honor here- 
with to present the following report of the financial transactions of this 
epartment for the forty-eighth and forty-ninth fiscal years, ending 
tine 80, 1898. 

I feel that I would not be doing my whole duty if I did not call 
ttention to the fact that California is still following the method of col- 
)cting money semi-annually from the people and storing it up like old 
ink, when the object and only object of money is circulation. We 
lao pay large sums of money for the transportation of money to and 
rom the treasury, which is a most useless proceeding. 

When I took charge of this office in the latter part of April last — 
Q8t before another tax-paying time — I found $2,967,251 66 in the 
^ault| and after the June settlements there was 4^4,068,419 11 on hand, 
ind I found that the monthly balances for the fiscal year ending 
fune 80 last averaged $3,893,772 55. When I considered these figures, 
ogether with the large amounts continually in the county treasuries, I 
Mmld not help thinking that it was a condition that called for a remedy, 
and I set about maturing a plan that would make the people perfectly 
ttfe, put the money in circulation, and make it a source of revenue 
instead of expense as at present. Upon thorough consideration and 
investigation, I am of the opinion that a system of State and county 
depositories ought to be established. Taking up the matter of State 
money first: 

I would advertise, asking banks to reply, stating how much money 
eich bidder would handle, and how much interest would be paid on 
ivlj balances for the amount proposed to be taken. A minimum bid 
■boold be fixed, at say two and a half per cent. In considering bids 
preferenoe should be given to localities in which are located State insti- 
tetionsy 80 as to avoid transportation, and where bids are the same a 
pioper disposition of the money between bidders should be made, and 
bcality should also be considered. 

Bach depository should be requirec) to deposit bonds of the United 
BtateSy this State, or some county or municipality in the State, to 
B» nuodmum amount of the money deposited wilVi \.\\^ die^^NX^t^ ^ ^a

security that checks will be paid when presented. The Controller 
should draw his warrant on the Treasurer as at present, and the latter 
draw his check on the proper depository, keeping in view as nearly as 
possible, an equal distribution of the amounts drawn. 

To make home bonds equal to government bonds the amount of taxes 
paid on bonds deposited should be deducted frftm the interest to be paid. 
A board of deposits should be created from some three of the State officers, 
say Governor, Attorney-General, and Treasurer, who should supervise 
the letting, and settle all matters of dispute that might arise. 

The county systems might be almost the same, except that there could 
be but little use for a County Treasurer. The Auditor could draw his 
warrant directly, on the depository, and the Tax Collector could pay into 
the depository ; or the offices of Tax Collector and Treasurer might be 
consolidated, thus doing away with one office. Did I expect to be active 
in political life I should hardly dare to suggest a decrease in the number 
of officers, for it is not a popular suggestion. I am, however, trying i^^ 
tell the people how money can be saved. The Supervisors might be th^ 
board of deposits for the county, but it should be the duty of the Stat^ 
Treasurer to supervise the amount and kind of securities presented, anc3 
where necessary the State board might have supervision of any matter^ 
arising out of the matter of deposits. 

To save the cost of so much transportation a system of checking shoulcS 
be arranged between the depositories, and this might well be left to th^ 
State board of deposits. 

The law should provide that in case of municipal or county bonds^ 
those of counties or municipalities that had a debt greater than a fixed 
percentage of the assessed value of the property should not be taken. 

I am of the opinion from balances taken from the books of the County 
Treasurers — I did not get all — that the monthly balances in all the coun- 
ties will foot up over $5,000,000. 

I have no means of determining, even approximately, the cost of th^ 
transportation of money, but $15,000 per annum is a conservative 
estimate. 

If we abolish one county ollice we will have a saving of about $125,000- 
The interest on the State's money at 3 per cent would amount tc^ 
over $100,000, and the county money at the same rate to $150,000, mak- 
ing a grand total of $390,000 per annum. 

There are many millions of dollars afloat in this State on which no 
taxes are collected, and yet when they are sold every bid is made with 
the assumption that the Assessor might get hold of them, or that the 
wear and tear of conscience in making false statements under oath is 
worth sometliing. The plan proposed would make a demand for this 
class of bonds, and the price would advance, making another material 
saving to the people. Neither would there be any loss on account of 
remitting taxes, for we do not get any taxes on them now to speak of. 
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But grcftt as the saTing app«Ars. I do not regard Uiat as of as much 
impoiiaiioe as the letting of the money oat into tree oirvulaiion. ivduoing 
interest on money to all the people. 

Hoping that I might not be alone in these ideas, I addressed a letter 
to each of the State Treasurers, asking what system was in vc^ue iu his 
State. I was pleased to find that several of the States are moving up to 
this pointy and that some have nearly reached it. and that in thvvs« 
where a deposit system has been inaugurated perfect satisfaction has 
been obtained. 

Missonri comes nearer to mv ideas than anv of them. Therv monov 
in let out on bids, and bonds are required to be de(x>sited as security, 
but she gets only 1.62 per cent for her money. — Sessions .\ots lS9o, p. 
276. 

Minnesota permits the State Treasurer to de[x>sit money in banks at 
3 per cent on individual security, and the Treasurer's bond is als\> 
liable.— General Statutes. Sec. 344. 

North Dakota makes deposits, and requires personal security, but the 
Xreasnrer is not responsible. The minimum interest is 2 per cent. — 
Statutes 1895, p. 157. 

South Carolina deposits money in banks, and requires deposit of 
aeeorities. She gets 4 to 5 per cent. — Statutes 1S9S, p. 7or>. 

Michigan makes deposits on *' good and ample security, to be appri^veil 
by the Treasurer, Auditor-General, and Secretary of State.'- From 2 to 
8 per cent is realized. — Howell's Annotated Statutes, Sees. 3ot». 397, 
and 898. 

In Alabama the State money is kept in the vault, but the Treasurer 
baa recommended to the General Assembly that met in November that 
dqmtories be established, and that deposited bonds W required as 
ncnrity. 

Florida makes deposits in banks on personal security, and gets 2.^}H'r 
Wt— Chapter 4686, Laws of Florida, 1897. 

Ehode Island makes deposits on mortgage security, but requires no 
•curity from national banks with a paid-up cajntal of $5(X),(HH\- 
Ible 6, Chapter 33, General Laws. 

Kentucky has established depositories, and requires a deposit of bonds 
iiiaearity. She gets 2 per cent. — Act? 1891, 2 and 3. 

As all the States did not answer my letter, I presume that there are 
others doing the same, but here is quite an array of States striking out, 
tt I think, in the right direction. Several have been doing so for a 
nomberof years, and all express satisfaction with it. I do not find 
that any of them have carried the system into the counties, but there 
IMIB to be fully as much reason for the counties as for the State.
